GREAT POOL TO BE GOVERNED BY 
BOARD OF ARBITRATORS. 


The First Step Will Be to Cut Down 
Expenses, Abolish Fast Ireights 
and Re-establish 
Rates.

NEW YORK. Oct. 30.—Important devel- 
opments looking toward the solidification 
to the Gould roads in the Southwest are 
likely to take place soon. The first steps 
will probably be taken after the return of 
Miss Helen Gould and Frank Gould from 
their present tour of inspection over these 
lines. 

All of this is but @ link in the gigantic 
chain which the Vanderbilt-Gould-Morgan- 
Harriman syndicate is gradually forging. 

The great combination is not to be an 
@ctual merger of the capital stock of the 


various railroad systems, 

On the contrary, it is to be a compact 
between various groups of roads to carry 
out certain plans and to adhere to certain 

ethods for the common benefit. The pre- 
iminary processes of the deal are the sol- 
idification of these grouns: 

Vanderbilt Group—New York Central, 
Omaha, Boston & Albany, Lake Shore, 
Michigan Central, West Shore, Northwest- 
ern, Chesapeake & Ohio, Big Four, Union 
Pacific, Nickel Plate, Delaware & Hudson, 
Lackawanna, New Jersey Central.

It is generally believed that the great 
pool is to be governed by a board ef arbl- 
trators, who shall have power to vote col- 
lectively the majority stock of all the sys- 
tems controlled and thus create the _ di- 
rectors and officials, whom they can in turn 
discipline for offenses aaginst the laws to 
be enacted by the arbitrators for the mu- 
tual interests of the systems. 

These laws, which will be most vigor- 
cusly enforced, will have in view the pre- 
venting of rate cutting and the discrimina- 
tion in favor of certain classes aaginst 
the ordinary shipper. 

The principal objects of the consolidation 
are summarized as follows: 

The combination will undertake at once 
the re-establishing of rates and their main- 
tenance on a permanent basis. 

It will begin at once to cut down the 
expensive departments of the railroads. 

Advertisements will be withdrawn from 
all the small coyntry newspapers, which 
receive transportation in exchange for ad- 
vertising and sell it, thus disturbing rates. 

It will abolish the so-called ‘‘fast freight 

lines.’ which are expensive and unre- 
munerative parasites. 
‘ It will do away with the selling agencies 
and the various subsidiary companies 
owned and operated by officials o the 
parent companies. 

It will abolish the traveling freight agent 
as far as possible, as he is universally 
voted ‘‘the root of all evil.” 

It will resist the demands of all big cor- 
porations for rebates, and it will, following 
the lead of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
co-operate with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the maintenance of law and 
rates. 

It will establish both the anthracite and 
bituminous coal trades on a permanently 
profitable basis. 

It will abolish differentials at the Atlan- 
tic seaports and establish a grain tariff 
from the West to the seaboard, based on 
the prevailing market price of the cereal 
on the Chicago Board of Trade. 

It will trke up and provide for a settle- 
ment of labor questions, as far as possible. 

The. Board of Arbitration will probably 
be composed of these men: 

William K. Vanderbilt, William Rocke- 

George Gould, J. Pierpont Morgan, 

. Harriman, A. J. Cassatt, James J 
Hill and James R. Blanchard. 

Mr. Blanchard will probably be the only 
salaried member and will undoubtedly be 
chairman. His position will be similar to 
that occupied by him as Commissioner of 
the Joint Traffic Assocation. 

It will, of course, be necesasry for the 
ee to get some legislation from Congress, 

ut it is not anticipated that it will meet 
with opposition on that score, as its plans 
are in sympathy wth the spirit of the in- 
terstate commerce law. Indeed, co-opera- 
tion with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is one of the main purposes of the 
Proposed pool. 

The tribunal, however, is so limited tn 
authority that the railroads will probably 
ask of Congress some amendments to the 
present interstate commerce law giving the 
Commission on Judicial authority in all 
matters connected with railroad disputes, 
as-well as the power. to enforce its own 
judgments. 

It may‘take some time to perfect the 
great plan, but that it will be finally 
worked out all prominent railroad men 
agree.

TOURING THROUGH NEBRASKA. 


SPEAKING AT MIDNIGHT SATUR- 
DAY iN THE RAIN. 


Seventeen Speeches and 300 Miles of 
Travel the Good Record of 
One Busy 
Day.

OUR SULU SLAVES. :

HOLDREGE, Neb., Oct. 30.—William J. 
Bryan was asked what he thought of the 
treaty with the Sultan of the Sulu Is- 
lands permitting slavery in those islands 
with a condition that the slaves might buy 
their own freedom. 

‘“‘And how long would it take a slave 
working for nothing to acquire money 
enough to buy his own freedom?’’ replied 
Mr. Bryan, ‘‘and, of course, the treaty is in- 
defensible, and Abraham Lincoln, the first 
great Republican leader, signed the emanci- 
pation proclamation, and now the Republic- 
an party re-establishes slavery, under the 
American flag.” 

Mr. Bryan frequently attacks the treaty 

in his speeches.

HOLDREDGE, Neb., Oct. 30.—William J 
Bryan made no speech Sunday morning, 
but took his well-earned rest, the first he 
has had in three weeks. However, he spent 
this period of comparative idleness on a 
train that was moving at the rate of 40 
miles an hour. 

The first week of his campaigning in Ne- 
braska did not end Saturday night until 
midnight. His seventeenth and last speech 
of the day was made at Benkelman, a lit- 
tle town. in the cattle region, with the 
Kansas border. but three miles away on 
the south -and Colorado almost in sight 
on the west. 

The Bryan train was due at 8 p. m., but 
did not arrive until nearly 10. About 1500 
people had gathered there and they waited 
patiently until he came. Fifteen hundred 
is a large crowd for th: Benkelman coun- 
try, which is within the area of limited 
rainfall and very thinly settled. Some of 
the people had come 70 miles, many of them 
being drawn from Colorado. At least half 
had ridden in from distant ranches, whose 
only inhabitants are the cowboys. 

Twelve or 15 years ago Benkelman was 
one of the tough towns of the border. The 
cowboy used to ride in firing their pistols, 
and they would hold turbulent sway for 
two or three days, until ‘they grew tired 
or their money was spent. But all] that has 
passed, and while the cowboy is still pic- 
turesque in appearance he no more rides 
down the streets of Benkelman pumping 
bullets from his six-shooter. 

A little stage has been erected for Mr. 
Bryan in the middle of the main street of 
the town, and it was after 10 o'clock when 
he began his speech. The crowd was 
packed closely around him, forming in the 
night a soiid dark mass touched here, and 
there with spots of color where the gay 
neckerchiefs of the cowboys or the bright 
dresses of the women gleamed. 

A half dozen torches held aloft around 
the Bryan stage formed a single column 
of light there, while the people around it 
and the little town on the bare plain were 
almost invisible. 

It was thought that Mr. Bryan, with a 
record of 16 speeches and 300 hundred miles 
of travel already behind him _ since his 
start that morning, would speak only 20 
or 30 minutes. 

Instead he spoke an hour and three-quar- 
ters. He was pale and very tired when he 
went on the stand, but something in the 
crowd or the occasion or something in him- 
self seemed to inspire him, for in no other 
speech that day did he show so much vigor 
or fire. 

His eyes began to flash with the pas- 
sion that he undoubdtedly felt. His voice 
grew louder, and every word that he said 
could be heard distinctly more than a hun- 
dred yards away The crowd pressed more 
closely around the speaker. The night, 
after a day of hot sunshine, had become 
intensely cold. A raw wind blew down 
from the bleak Fills and cut to the bone. 
It whistled and moaned among the streets 
of the little town and formed an accom- 
paniment to the speaker's voice. 

The torches sputtered in the wind and 
a lone newspaper man crouched in the shel- 
ter of an old shed from the cutting wind, 
but the people paid no attention to it. 

Two or three of the lights died out and 
the people become invisible. Only the pale 
face of the speaker, with the lights beside 
him, could be seen, and apparently Mr. 
Bryan was standing in the air and speak- 
ing only to the darkess. 

Of all the strange scenes in the Nebraska 
campaign this was the strangest. The 
speaker went on. he half hour was 
passed, and then the hour, and midnight 
was approaching. So far ag the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent could see, not a single 
person in the crowd had left, although the 
wind was, rising higher and higher and 
the cold was increasing. 

It was nearly midnight when Mr. Bryan 
closed and his friends dragged him away 
to bed. The crowd was still there, every 
man and woman who had been in it when 
Mr. Bryan begun, and they let him go 
with reluctance. 

Few Eastern men would have remained 
under such circumstances to hear the cam- 
paign of the best orator that ever lived, 
but these people, who had ridden 40 or 30 
, miles on horseback, worship “Billy” Bryan, 
'and they do not have such opportunities 
often. They decided that they would make 
most of the occasion, and after Mr. 
Bryan had gone they shouted for other 
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| Speakers. 


Gov. Holcomb, the fusion candidate for 
Justice of the Supreme Court, then ad- 
dressed them for an hour, and when he, 
too, had finished the crowd shouted for 
( ongressman Sutherland, who is one of the 
Bryan party, but Mr. Sutherland was so 
sleepy and thred that he could not be in- 
duced to speak, and between 1 and 2 o'clock 
in the morning the people left reluctantly. 

Mr. Bryan, after his speech, went to his 
special car, and he did not wake up until 
neariy noon Sunday, when he was in 
Holdrege. While he slept he had made an- 
other great swing, but this time back to- 
ward the eastern half the State. 

Mr. Bryan, after eating dinner at Hold- 
| rege, went back to bed again and rose only 
_to take his supper. He was invited to at- 
tend in the evening a meeting of the con- 
| &regation of the Baptist Church of Hold- 

rege, at which a resolution denouncing 
the seating of Roberts of Utah in Con- 
gress was adopted, but declined. Insteud 
he went back to bed. 

Mr. Bryan spoke at this place this morn- 
ing and then left on another long trip 
through the State, which will take him to 
the far northwestern corner, where he will 
have Wyoming on one elbowy and South 
_ Dakota at the other.

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GEN. LEE SAYS THEY ADAPT 


THEMSELVES TO NEW CUSTOMS. 


ISLAND'S FUTURE NOT CLEAR. 


United States Government Must Pro- 
tect Life and Property for Some 
Time Yet. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Major-General 
F'itzhugh Lee, who is in Washington, be- 
lieves that under the existing protection of 
the United States Cuba is improving every 
hour. 

“Cuba is doing well,” began Gen. Lee. 
“The condition of the island is improving. 
The Cubans are tractable and quiet, and 
the revolut.on has given them self-respect 
and self-reliance. They have come out of 
their fight hopeful and confident. 

‘‘l am inclined to think their impulses are 
geneially in tne right direction. But, of 
course, in the theory and practice of self- 
government, they are wholly without ex- 
perience, They are like so many schoo 
children fresh from school—eager, restless, 
active, but wanting the baiance-wheel of 
prudence. 

“Tate and property are now, under the 
protection of the United States, absolutely 
secure in Cuba. There is Httie friction 
among the 2 ema The peopie are 
wisely restra.med by the civil and military 
authorities without in any way being in- 
timidated or depressed, or made to feel sO. 
They simply recognize that it Is best for 
the interests of all concerned to respect the 
laws and to aid in the general deve.opment. 

“Among certa:n Cubans there is a deep- 
seated prejudice against some men who, the 
Cubans think—whether reasonably or not, 
I w:ll not say—oppressed the Cubans unde! 
Spanish rule. And if given a free rein, the 
Cubans would unquestionabiy make short 
work of them. Then, of course, there might 
foilow conflicts of deplorable character. 

“That prejudice is strong to-day and gen- 
eral throughout the island. l am aware 
that the United States, Government is 
pledged definitely to grant independence to 
Cuba. after the :slana has _ been pacified. I 
believe that promise should be fulfilled jusi 
as swiftly as we can fuifiil it in reason and 
stice. 

Mn denis Government has, in a measure, tak- 
en upon itself responsibility for the future 
success of the island, and we are enjoined 
by every cons.deration of duty and expedi- 
ency to vouchsafe to the people of Cuba an 
opportunity to prosper naturally and with- 
out unnecessary obstacies. For that reason 
the United States should continue to pro- 
tect life and property in the island and to 
insure for the people the blessings of civiil- 
gation just so long as that protect‘on is 
made necessary by the peculiar social and 
polit cal conditions of the people. 

‘"fhe industrial situation is improving. 
Tobacco has yielded satisfactory resuits 
The future sugar crop will de- 
pend largely on the amount of capital which 
goes to the island to rebuild the machinery 
destroved by war.

SHERIFF MAKES A PRECEDENT 


(Accepts Bond in a Felony Case, Thus 
Taking Certain Prerogatives From 
the Criminal Court. 


Sheriff Pohiman established a precedent 
Monday morning when he accepted bond in 
@ case where a man was charged with a 
felony. Heretofore the matter of bond- 


taking in such cases has been entirely with- 
‘in the hands of the judges of the criminal 
courts. 

The innovation is the result of the work 
Of Attorney Simon S. Bass of the law firm 
of Bass & Martin, and the action promises 
to be far-reaching in its results and to 
wake a clash between the Clerks’ and 
Sheriffs’ offices. 

James Harrison. was charged with assault 
to kill. Mr. Bass went before Sheriff Pohl- 
man and offered Simon Epstein as a surety. 
Mr..Pohiman declined to take bond, hold- 
ing that the Judge of the Criminal Court 
Was the only official authorized by law to 
accept bonds in such. cases. Mr. Bass in- 
formed the Sheriff that he intended to make 
4@ test case of his request for bond. The 
lawyer contended that until his client was 
indicted the trial court had no jurisdiction 
in the case, and the Sheriff was the only 
ating who did have authority to accept 

nas, ; 


Mr. Bass informed Mr. Pohlman that he in- 
tended at once to institute mandamus pro- 
ceedings compelling him to accept bond if 
his demands were not complied with. The 
Sheriff called upon his attorneys. Attorney 
Bass cited Section 4126 of the statutes. which 
' “the lawyer construed, gave the power to 
_ accept bond to the Sheriff's office. Mr. 
* Pohiman’s legal advisors agreed with Mr. 
Bass’ interpretation of the statute, and on 
their recommendation the bond was taken 
and Mr. Bass’ client was released. 

This innovation will deprive Clerks Carr 
and Wagenman’s offices of much revenue.

HE FIRED IN SELF DEFENSE 


Story Told by Gottlieb Schulze Who | 


Killed Humphrey Jones Sun- 
day Night. 


30ttleib Schulze is locked up at the Four 
Courts, charged with killing Humphrey 
Jones, alias Bud Humphrey, a negro. The 
killing occurred in front of a saloon at 
the northeast corner of Manchester and 
Macklind avenues at 5 o’clock Sunday afti- 
ernoon.,. 

Charles Hudson and Humphrey, both col- 
ored, were in a buggy when the killing oc- 
‘urred. They had been in the saloon and 
had had trouble with the bartender. 

Schulze is about 40 years old, married and 
lives at 6736 Old Manchester road. He 
speaks English imperfectly and he told his 


version of the affair to the Post-Dispatch’ 


through an interpreter. 

“! was building a fire in my blacksmith 
shop,”’ he said, ‘‘and these two negroes 
drove up. The man I shot was drunk and 
he was rajsing a disturbance in front of 
my place. He used vile language. We had 
some words. Then they went into the sa- 
loon and they had some more trouble there. 
He fired two shots at the bartender. When 
he came out he had his revolver tin his 
hands. He pointed it at me. I caught the 
lines and the revolver fell from his hands. 
Both men jumped out. I was quicker than 
they and I got the pistol first.

HE HAD KILLED A WHITE MAN. 


TRAGEDY AT A CRAP GAME WAS 
UNPROVOKED. 


Andrew Woods Slapped Ben Hayden, 
but the Latter Did Not Retaliate 
and the Game Was on When 
Tom Hayden Fired. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FAYETTE, Mo., Oct. 30.—Tom Hayden, a 
negro 24 years old, was taken from the offi- 
cers and hanged to a tree at 7 o’clock Sun- 
day night. 

The negro had shot and killed Andrew 
Woods, a young white man, a few hours 
previous. 

The trouble started at a negro festival 
on the farm of Al Wilhite, eight miles west 


of here, ‘In what is called the Richland 
neighborhood. Twelve negroes and six white 
men were in a barn about 15 yards from _the 
house, shooting craps. Woods slapped Ben 
Hayden across the face with his hat and 
cursed him. The negro did not retaliate 
and the game proceeded. 

Tom Hayden, half-brother of Ben, who 
had been watching the game, walked to- 
wards the door. Nothing had been said to 
him, and he said nothing. When he reached 
the door, he drew his revolver and fired one 
shot, the ball striking Woods near the left 
temple, killing him instantly. 

The negro fled. This occurred 12 o'clock 
Saturday night. Constable James Lewis of 
Glasgow, was notified and found Hayden at 
6 o’clock Sunday evening barricaded in a 
cabin near Glasgow. Lewis was accom- 
panied by three deputies. - 

The negro said he would surrender if 
they would not hurt him. After he had 
handeuffed him Lewis dismissed ail but 
ohe deputy and startec with his prisoner 
on horseback for Fayette. 

After riding about three miles and a 
half they were overtaken by about thirty 
men, who quickly surrounded them and 
their prisoner, drew their revolvers and de- 
manded that the prisoner be turned over 
to them, 

Lewis refused to do so, whereupon they 
took the prisoner by force, 
and his deputy to ride on, that they would 
attend to the negro. This was 7:30 p. m. 

Lewis rode on to Fayette, reaching here 
about 9 o’clock, and notified the county 
authorities of what had happened. 

The negro’'s body was found hanging from 
a limb of an oak tree, which stood by the 
roadside. 

The Coroner’s inquest occurred to-day. 
Lewis failed to recognize any of the mob. 
The negro bore a bad reputation. 


DEATH OF JOHN GRETHER 


Prominent in the Real Estate Circles 
of St. Louis for a Quarter of 
a Century. 


John Grether lies dead at his home, 531

SERVICES IN NEW YORK. 


Largest Funeral Parade Since That of 
Gen. Sherman. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—The largest mill- 
tary funeral parade since the death of 


Gen. William T. Sherman took place yes- 
terday when the body of Gen. Guy V. 
Henry was removed from his residence to 
the Pennsylvania train that conveyed it 
to Washington, 

The services at the residence were cqn- 
ducted by Rev. John Huske of St. Thomas 
Protestant Episcopal Church and consisted 
of simple prayers, lasting not more (han 
ten minutes, ‘The coffin was partiaily cov- 
The im- 
mediate family, reiatives and the most 
intimate friends were present at the house 
gervices. : 

The honorary pallbearers were: Gen. A, 
S. Webb, Maj. Azel Ames and Maj. lrancis 
H. Mills of the Loyal Legion, Col. Daniel 
Appleton, Dr. Albert Shaw, William R. 
Corwine, Henry Hamilton Lewis and Gil- 
bert K. Harroun. The military pallbearers 
were: Col, John §8. Rogers, Fifth Artil- 
lery; Col. J. W. Clous, Judge Advovate of 
the Department of the East; Col. Tully Me- 
Rea, fifth Artillery; Lieutenant-Colonel 
Carl A. Woodruff, Fifth Artillery; Licuten- 
ant-Colonel John Myrick, Second Artillery; 
Maj. J. B. Burbank, Fifth Artillery, an 
Capt. B. K. Roberts, Fifth Artiilery. Lieut. 
T. B. Mott of the Seventh Artillery was 
present as officially representing the United 
States Government, and went to Washing- 
ton with the body. Lieut. Peter ‘lraub, 
First Cavalry, who was aide-de-cam»y to 
Gen. Henry, was present, and had charge 
of the arrangements. 

While the services were being conducted 
in the house three national guard regi- 
ments, the Seventh, Sixty-ninth and 
Seventy-first marched down Madison ave- 
nue and took positions in readiness for the 
parade, The Second Battery, Captain Wil- 
son commanding, lay on Thirty-first street 
and a caisson was brought up in front of 
the door ready for the coffin. Upon the 
caisson was draped a large American flag, 
and eight horses were attached, each near 
horse having a rider. 

After the services in the house were 
finished the coffin was carried out to the 
caisson by eight artillery sergeants in the 
surrounding military posts, and who acted 
as body bearers during the services. The 
caisson was then driven up Madison ave- 
une as far as Thirty-third street and the 
carrfages then turned and proceeded down 
the avenue immediately following’ the 
Seventh Regiment, which had the right of 
line, the place of honor being assigned to 
the Second Battery. The carriage was fol- 
lowed by the Sixty-ninth and Seventy-first 
Regiments in the order named. As the pro- 
cession started the Seventh Regiment band, 
augumented to seventy-five pieces, started 
Chopin’s funeral march, which was played 
unceasingly to the ferryhouse at Twenty- 


third street. 

The military pallbearers walked two 
abreast immediately behind the caskei, 
while the body bearers marched on each 
side. Gen. George Moore Smith, brigade 
commander of the Fifth Brigade, of whica 
the three regiments present belonged, was 
at the head of the line with his entire 
All the national guard wore full uni- 
form and presented a good appearance. The 
Seventh Regiment was particularly good in 
appearance, cver #0 men turning out upon 
request, no command being given. The 
Seventy-first Regiment had about 750 and 
the Sixty-ninth about 0 men,

TECHNICAL POINT RAISED. 


CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE ACT 
NOT DISCUSSED. 


The Judge Simply Held That Injunc- 
tive Relief annot Be.Invoked 
Against a Criminal 
Statute. 


The application of the William Barr Dry 
Goods Company and other department 
stores of St. Louis for an order restraining 
the License Commissioner, Hugh Brady, 
from enforcing the provisions of the anti- 
department store bill was refused Monday 
by Judge Zachritz of Division No. 4 of the 
Circuit Court. 

The decision of the court was based upon 
a technicality and the question of the con- 
éiitutionality of the bill was not consideved. 

Judge Zachritz simply held that the en- 
forcement of a criminal statute can not be 
enjoined. That was the only point raised 
by the Commissioner's attorney on the ap- 
plication for the temporary order, The 
entire. opinion of the court was devoted 
to a consideration of this contention, which 
“ fully sustained. The opinion is as foil- 


OwWs: 

“This is the bill in equity praying for 
injunction relief against the defendant, 
who, it is alleged, in his official capacity 
as License Commissioner under the provi- 
sions of an act of the General Assembly, 
approved May 16, 1899, and known as the 
Anti-Department Store ill, is seeking to 
enforce the provisions of said act as against 
these plaintiffs. 

“It is alleged in the petition that said aca 
is unconstitutional and void for numerous 
reasons therein stated. 

‘The defendant. by his counsel refusing, 
or rather declining, to discuss the question 
of the constitutionality of said act, inter- 
poses a formal objection to the bil] in the 
mature of a demurrer. It is contended by 
the defendant’s counsel that, granting for 
the purpose of the argument, that the act 
in question is unconstitutional, yet injunc- 
tive relief ought not to be had because the 
plaintiffs have an adequate remedy at law, 
end, to this point wholly, the court will ad- 
dress itself. 

“As a general proposition, it {s a well 
known principle in the administration of 
equity jurisprudence that the extraordinary 
remedy by injunction can not be invoked 
for the purpose of restraining or enjoining 
rosecutions under a criminal statute, on 
he theory that the parties have an ade- 
quate remedy at law. High, on injunctions, 
enunciates this doctrine in the following 
language: 

It necessarily follows from the doctrine, 
as above cited and illustrated, that when 
municipal ordinances have been enacted by 
proper autigority, proceedings on the part of 
municipal officers for their enforcement, as 
by suits, arrests or fines, will not be en- 
joined merely because of the alleged ille- 
gality of the ordinances or for the purpose 
of awaiting the determination of their yai- 
idity, when the person aggrieved may have 
a@ full and adequate remedy at law. A 
court of equity will not, therefore, inter- 
fere by injunction to restrain municjpal of- 
tiers from prosecuting suits against com- 
plainants, or from interfering in their busi- 
ness because of their violation of mu- 
nicipal ordinances, which are alleged to be 
illegal, since the question of the validity of 
such ordinances does not properly apper- 
tain to a court of equity when complainants 
have a perfect remedy at law, if the or- 
dinances are invalid, by an action to re- 
cover damages for the injury sustained. 
So municipal officers will not be enjoined 
from collecting fines imposed upon com- 
plainants for the violation of a municipal 
ordinance until the validity of the ordi-+ 
nance Shall have. been determined by pro- 
goed ing at law, in the nature of a quo war- 
ranto, Ingstituted by complainant, since in- 
junction will not lie to prevent the prose- 
cution either of a criminal or quasi crim- 
inal nature, 


“I have examined with great care the 
numerous authorities, and especially the de- 
cisions of our own Supreme Court cited 
1" the elaborate and carefully prepared 

rief of plaintiffs’ counsel, and find that. 
With but one or two exceptions, they are 
cases wherein it was sought to enjoin the 
levying, assessment and collection of illegal 
taxes. In those cases, the courts held, and 
very properly, too, that injunctive relief 
would, and ought to, prevail, for the pur- 
pose of preventing a multiplicity of suits, 
upon the theory that the courts are dis- 
posed to regard with favor proceedings 
which are preventive in their character. 
Father than to compel the injured party to 
geek redress after damage has been accom- 
plished. 

“The distinction, however, between the 
Class of cases, namely, those in which it {is 
Sought to prevent illegal taxation by in- 
junction, and the case at bar is that in the 
sormer cases, the parties seeking injunctive 
relief would in the event that such relict 
Was not afforded them, be damaged by the 
conduct and action of those whom they 
sought to enjoin.

“In the proceeding now before this court, 
it does not appear from the averments

‘that the defendant, even if he saw fit, could 
do anything in the direction of causing any 
specific damage to the plaintiffs in their 
business, The utmost extent of the 
threatened injury is that he, by the provi-* 
sions of the said act, has threatened to in- 
stitute prosecutions agaigst these plain- 
tiffs for a failure to comp! , with the provi- 
sions of this act. The etendant does not 
declare the business of the plaintiffs iliegal; 

is the Legislature which declares it so. 
he defendant does not and can not in- 
terfere in ney manner with the business of 
oad and can not injure their business. 

“he statute is in foree now, and the busi- 
ress of plaintiffs is declared illegal by the 
Biatute, and not by the defendant. 

“At most, in the event of the failure on 
the part of these plaintiffs to comply with 
phe provisions of said act, this defendant, 
n his official capacity of License Commis- 

joner, can do no more than Institute crimi- 

al proceedings wnder the provisions of 
eaid act for the violation of the same. 

“The only case, in the court's opinion 
cited by plaintiffs’ counsel in his bref at 
oe in point is the case of the Sylvester Coa} 

‘o., and others against the City of St. 
Louis, reported in volume 130 of the Su- 

reme Court Reports. That was a case in 

hich the Sylvester Coal Co. and others, 
plaintiffs, sought to enjoin the officers of 
the City of St. Louls from enforcing the 
rovisions of an ordinance of the City of 

t. Louls with reference to the weighing of 
coal, on the ground that the said ordi- 
mance was illegal and void. A demurrer 
to the petition was interposed and sus- 
tained in the lower gourt and an appeal 
had and the judgment affirmed in the Ap- 

ellate Court. As stated in the brief of 
plain tits counsel, the city in that case 

laimed that the city had an adequate rem- 

edy at law, but the court said that the fact 
that In each of gaid suits the 
plaintifg!’ might plead = successfully the 
invalidity of the ordinance as a defense 
thereto, does not give them an adequate | 
remedy. They are entitled to be protected 
from the expense, vexation and annoyance 
of such multiplicity of suits in consequence 
of their continuance of a legitimate busi- 
ness, except upon a compliance with the 
conditions of ordinances which, it is alleged, 
may be utteriy vold. The court added: 

“The prevention of vexatious ilt.gation 
and the multiplicity of suits constitutes a 
favorite ground for the exercise of the juris- 
diction of equity by way of Injunction. 
citing High on Injunction and cases, add- 
ing, ‘While under the former system of 
jurisprudence in which relief at equity waa | 
administered by a different tribunal and by |

The decision practically means that the 
fight by the department stores would be 
transferred to the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection if the Supreme Court did not have 
the bill under consideration with a view to 
determining its constitutionality.

LONDON NOT ALARMED AT THE 
GOLD DRAIN. 


IN MONEY RATES. 


A DIP 


Bankers Find Trouble in Trying to 
Keep Up the Discount 
Figures. 


NEW YORK, Oct. %.—The Times’ Lor- 
don financial correspodent cables: Ease in 
our market increased last week. In his 
somewhat oracularsspeech at the Fish- 
mongers’ dinner the Governor of the Bank 
of England said he did not think that South 
Africa would take more than 6,000,000 pounds 
in gold altogether, and some more than 
half that had already gone. At the same 
time. he counseled bankers not to allow 
rates to drop, because the whole position 
Was liable quietly to change for the worse. 
As we stand nowy continental exchanges 
are favorable, but tending to recede as dis- 
count falls. It is not possible to keep ais- 
count rates up when call money is no bet~- 
ter than 2 per cent, and with week to week 
money now plentiful at 2% per-scet. The 
wonder ig that bankers and bill brokers 
have been able to keep the three months 
bill rate above 4 per cent so long as they 
have done, but it is now dragged down to 
this figure, while paper due within the year 
has been purchased as low as 3% per cent. 

In all essentials, this Sreapenst s is the 
tendency of the moment notwithstanding the 
market is not much stronger than It was.

credits, ._because the Bank of England’s 
stock of bills has been running off at the 
same time that it has been borrowing on 
stock, These two draining forces, plus 
revenue coliections in excess of payments, 
reduced market balances last week by 
1,700,000 pounds. This week 1,500,000 pounds 
will be withdrawn from the market by the 
Japanese government, and it is possible 
therefore that loan money will become 
dearer, 

The market expected to have the offer of 
at least 5.000006 pounds of Treasury bills, 
and may finger none whatever. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Reach means to get the money from 
the national debt commerce and the post- 
office, they taking bills instead of buying 
stock, and in this way credits must come 
into the market rather than be withdrawn. 
In.the end the market must find the money, 
but not by a process calculated to disturb 
the evenness of its work. Here, therefore, 
we have a powerful impulse in favor of 
cheapness, and already people are begin- 
ning to discuss the probability of a reduc- 
tion rather than a further advance in the 
bank rate. 

The actual. situation on the continent is 
alsowslightly better. Every State bank ex- 
cfpt the Bank of France has contrived to 
@lightly increase its stocks of gold. 

Discount rates, too, show the same ten- 
dency as our own in most centers, except 
Vienna and St. Petersburg, and there af- 
fairs are thoroughly bad. Austrian bank- 
ers were ainable last week to assist the 
Bulgarian Government, which accordingly 
has been forced to partially suspend pay- 
ment by giving bonds in leu of cash to 
liquidate official salaries.: In Russia the 
measures taken by the government to 
smother the crisis induced by the coun- 
try’s too eager haste to be a great indus- 
trial power appear as usual to be produc- 
ing more harm than good, and one large 
undertaking, the Phenix Iron Works, has 
etopped payment, with-heavy Habilities to 
several banks. The truth is that Russia 
fs being overdriven in ‘the direction of 
railway building arid other public im- 

rovements, and is unable at present to 

rrow money in Western Europe to help 
out its own exhausted resources, Its ef- 
forts to raise a loan in Paris have thus 
far been frustrated and all other markets 
are either equally Shelpless og hostile. 

From this point of view, thé present dip 
in the prices of money must be regarded 
as a temporary bill and nothing more.

Daniel Saunders brought sult for unlawful

he, Saunders, was the owner. 

Thornton answered that as he was not 
a citizen of the Cherokee Nation he could 
not own the property in question, but that 
he had purchased the same from a Chero- 
kee freedman, and turned it over to Saund- 
ers as trustee. : 

The Cireuit Court sustained the defend- 
ant, and the United States Court of Ap- 
peals affirmed the ruling. 


IT NEED NOT PAY THE BONDS. 


County of Ouray, Colo., Won Its Case 
in the Federal Courts. 

The United States Court of Appeals has 
affirmed the decision of the lower court 
in the case of Robert C. Greer against 
ees District No. 11, County of Ouray, 


{It appears that Greer purchased bonds 
of the school authorities, who desired to 
erect a school building with the money so 
derived. According to the laws of Colo- 
rado bonds cannot be issued in any county 
of Colorado above 3% per cent of the total 
assessed valuation, and as the sum of $10,- 
000 exceeded this amount nearly four times 
the county refused to redeem the bonds. 

Greer brought suit to recover. The Cir- 
cult Court held that the statutes of }imita- 
tion governed the case and that therefore 
the bonds in Greer's possession were null 
and void, so far as the county was con- 
cerned. j

William Doyle Has Frequently Been 
the Beneficiary of the Mayor’s 
Generous Remits. 


Rev. Drs. Holland and Moller Conduct- 
ed the Impressive Funeral—Hon- 
orary and Active Pallbearers. 


William Doyle, alias “Slivers,’’ a cab- 
driver, is a prisoner at the Four Courts 
and a charge of exacting an excessive 
fare is placed against him. 

John Chrissman hails from Ashland, 
Clark County, Kansas. He was at Union 
Station and was going to some point in 


Kentucky. “Slivers’’ met him and learned 
somewhat of the Kansan. The cab-driver 
told the Kansan that the ticket office was 
closed, but advised him to step into his cab 
and he would take him where he could get 
a ticket. They dreve up to Twenty-second 
and Chestnut streets and then back to the 
station. For this service ‘‘Slivers’ demand- 
ed $—and he got it. 

Chrissman told hig experience to Patrol- 
man McMullen and the arrest of the cab- 
man followed Monday morning. 

“Slivers’’ is another of those who have 
profited by Mayor Ziegenhein’s remit sys- 
tem. More than a dozen times has “Sliv- 
ers’’ been arrested and sent to Police Court 
on various charges, all based on his at- 
tempts to extort exhorbitant fees from 
strangers. Only one time, though, were the 
police able to hold the witnesses and make 
out a clean case. That was on August 3, 
1898, when Judge Peabody was on the 
bench. 

On that day “Slivers’’ invited an old 
countryman into his eab and drove him a 
few blocks away to a saloon operated at 
that time by a member of the House of 
Delegates. He wanted $% for the service 
and when the old man remonstrated, ‘‘Sil- 
vers” seized hold of him ‘and offered per- 
sonal violence. 

The case was clear, and Judge Peabody 
delivered one of his famous speeches when 
he fined ‘‘Slivers’’ the limit. He said it was 
such characters as this cabdriver who 
played on innocent strangers who happened 
tu come to the city and who brought re- 
roach upon St. Louts. 

On the same day, Aug. 3, 1898, ‘“‘Slivers’’ 
went to the Workhouse. A very few days 
later ‘“‘Slivers’’ was back at his old stand 
around Union Station soliciting the patron- 
age of strangers. He did not pay his fine. 
A remit signed by Mayor Ziegenhein opened 
the doors of the Workhouse to him.

man of Cornell threw down his work as a 
member of the Philippine Commission at 
Washington and hastened here. 

Coroner Osborne held an inquest, and 
after hearing all the testimony rendered a 
verdict, “That said drowning was acciden- 
tal, and the same was occasioned by the 
act of no other person, and that no indi- 
vidual or society was in any way liable or 
responsible for the death of said Edward 
Fairfax Berkeley.” 

This verdict gave solid. satisfaction to 
the college community. It was regarded 
as a complete vindication of an unassatil- 
able official character. But it did not meet 
the views of the dead boy’s relatives. 

To the Post-Dispatch staff correspondent 
Mr. Shepherd Knapp said: 

‘Tt is an outrage that such a fine boy’s 
life should be sacrificed to a piece of folly. 
I intend to have an investigation made on 
my own account and get at the exact truth 
of the matter. If any one is to blame I 
intend to see that he is punished.”’ 

Mr. Berkeley, the boy’s father, was ter- 
ribly indignant. While coming here from 
St. Louls he telegraphed Sheriff Clarke of 
Seneca County, asking him to place young 
Dickineon, who was with Berkeley when 
he was drowned, under arrest. The Sheriff 
and the Coroner agreed that there was no 
just cause for taking criminal action 
against Dickinson. 

Mr. Berkeley was surprised on his ar- 
rival to learn that no steps had been taken 
relative to the punishment of those re- 
sponsible for his boy’s death. Upon the 
advice of Mr. Knapp he decided to sus- 
pend for the time being further action in 
that line. -His intense grief at the loss of 
his only son and anxiety for his wife made 
it impossible for him to do anything else. 
He did send for Coroner Osborne, who 
came over from Waterloo, but was unable 
to see that official on his arrival. 

Three of the Cornell men accompanied 
young Berkeley’s body to St. Louis, one 
of them being R. H. Gamewell, who was 
in charge of the party Friday afternoon. 
Two Cornell men went to Buffalo to meet 
Mr. Berkeley on his way here, but Mr.

Looking at the rail- 
road bridge from the lake road across the 
broad field, it is impossible to see the canal, 
which is but 8 feet wide at that int. 

The banks on either side are four feet 
above the water and covered with long 
grass, 

Dickinson said yesterday that he didn’t 
know the canal was there and that he was 
not familiar with the country, but only five 
or seven minutes before he had crossed the 
canal on a bridge, and, as stated, the canal 
runs within 20 feet of the lake road for a 
considerable distance. He certainly must 
have know the canal was somewhere about, 
but, boylike, ‘he probably forgot it. Berke- 
ley, if he ever remembered about the canal, 
made no protest, although he could not 
swim. He took a slip a e er and started 
net the soggy, furrow fleld at a smart 

rot. 

Malone watched him running with amaze- 
ment, but in another minute forgot about 
him and turned to help his ploughman. Bu- 
gene L. Shepard the Lehigh watchman, in 
a tower near the railroad track on the oth- 
er side of the canal, saw Berkeley running, 
also Mrs. Myra Shepard, who was in the 
tower with him. 

Berkeley struck the bank of the cana] 
where the weeds were worn away. Without 
stopping an instant, and although he- was 
covered with prespiration from the hard 
run over the field, he ran straight down the 
bank and into the water. Evidently he 
supposed that his conductor had selected 
the trip through the unknown canal as a 
test of his nerve. The water was biting 
cold and the shock to his overheated body 
must have been severe, but this and the 
ones that he could not swim did not deter 

m. 

He ran the first three or four steps into 
the water with his hands above his head. 
He had entered from the Berme bank, the 
side of the canal that is not used. It is 
very shallow there. 

Ten feet from shore the water is not up to 
a man’s knees, but the mud is very soft, 
so soft that were it not for the long eel 
grass which lies on the bottom he would 
not have been able to make headway at all. 
Fifteen feet from the bank the water was 
up to his waist, and five feet further it was 
at his armpits. Here he put his hands 
under the water, and Mr. and Mrs. Shepard, 
in the watch tower 150 feet away, saw him 
paddling with his hands to steady himself. 

The next instant he sank out of sight. He 
had stepped into the seven foot channel, 
which the canal boats use on the east side 
of the canal. Mrs. Shepard saw his hat 
floating on the water. A couple of seconds 
later she saw him come to the surface a 
half dozen feet from where he had gone 
down. He was struggling fiercely to save 
himself, but he kept hold of the nonsensi- 
cal-scrap of paper. 

Once again Mrs. Shepard saw him come to 
the surface, and then he sank for good. Mr,
